The fact that justice is swift and 
sure under the British code, “whose 
benefits we enjoy is recognized by 
Governor Green of Michigan, who 
says: ‘‘The reason for the low mur- 
der rate in England is attributable to 
the fact that justice is speedy and 
eure rather than that it is severe.” 
Strange as it may appear, the govern- 
or was using this argument in justifi- 
cation for his vetoing a State bill to 
restore the death penalty. It is true, 
as he says, that British justice is 
speedy and sure as compared with the 
United states where, it is an unfor- 
tunate fact, it often lacks both these 
attributes. But British justice also 
hac a way of fitting punishment to 
the crime; it can be severe, too, when 
severity is warranted or temper jus- 
tice with mercy in due season. It is 
hard, as the Minneapolis Journal re- 
marks, to avoid extremes in legislat- 
ing on crime. But where the legis- 
lating has been conscientiously done 
with justice rather than vengeance as 
the end to be served; and where the 
courts are courts of justice in every 
sens of the word it should. not . be 
hard to avoid extremes in awarding 
punishment. In Canada and else- 
where in the British Commonwealth, 
we enjoy the benefits of a non-parti- 
gan judiciary which is not swayed by 
the same passions and prejudices that 
influence the gallery or even the jury, 
box.

the Legislature recéntly voted to re- 
store the death penalty. Public sen- 
‘imcnt has been stirred by nunjerous 
murders and called for action,’ The 
Legislature passed the bill, but Gov- 
ernor Green vetoed it. He did so on 
eeveral grounds, but criticized the bill 
for its sweeping provisions. It made 
death penalty mandatory for every 
offender guilty of murder ‘‘in the 
first degree,’’ regardless of age, sex 
or circumstances. It is true that the 
pardoning: power is always at hand to 
remedy any obvious mistake on the 
side of severity, but the Governor's 
talking point was thet the vetoed bill 
was neeedlessly severe. 

The Journal, quoted above, demands 
how the Governor knows that ‘ ‘speed 
and certainty’’ rather than severity 
are the secret of the ow crime rate 
in what he calls England: It adds: 

Speed and certainty are import- 
ant in the prevention of crime, 
but severity that sends the chills 
down the spine of a gunman will 
make him think twice. The fact 
that one remedy is good is no 
reason for rejecting another of 
such obvious value.

grain, : 

While the sum involved is not a 
large one, when the volume of busi- 
ness done anmually is considered, 
the decision must cause much «satis- 
faction to signatories and well-wish- 
ers of the co-operative movement. It 
is especially welcome at the present. 
juncture when a renewed onslaught 
is being made on, the enterprise. Just 
as soon as prices began to drop a few 
weeks ago, there was an outcry in 
some quarters that the pool . policy 
was to blame, But there is nothing 
to sustain the charge. All the evi- 
dence available goes to show that the 
collapse was due to disorderly market- 
ing across the line, such as the pools 
have sought to avoid, 

Long before the market went to 
pieces, officials of the central selling 
agency foresaw the dangers of the 
situation that had arisen in the 
neighoring country. ' Supplies had 
been held back there in the expecta- 
tion that farm relief legislation would 
increase the return upon them. Then 
when it became apparent that con- 
gress would give no bounty on wheat, 
there was a rush to sell before the 
new crop was harvested and it was 
of such proportions that it is a won- 
der the price has not gone lower. 

Not only is it quite unjust to hold 
the pools responsible for the present 
market level but those in charge of 
their operations will, it is safe to say, 
have much praise coming to them 
when the whole story can be told. 
Judging from the statements that 
they have made, the return to signa- 
tories for lasit year will be little af- 
fected by the recent break, and there 
is every possibility that the market 
will right itself before the new Cana- 
dian crop is ready. 

There is not the slightest apparent 
reason for impairment of confidence 
in the pools on account of the prevail- 
ing low prices. But it is not alone 
because of the returns that they have 
secured for their contract-holders in 
the past five years that they have 
established themselves so firmly in 
our economic life. The value of the 
service that they have performed in 
strengthening the morale and self-re- 
liance of the farmers cannot be over- 
estimated. Any falling off in their 
membership or diminuition of ‘their 
prestige would be a public misfortune

WHERE IS BRITISH. CAPITAL? 


It is disappointing to learn on the 
authority of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics that British capital invest- 


ed in Canada amounts to only two- 
thirds of that drawn from United 
States sources. The disappointment 
is only slightly alleviated by the dis- 
covery that between 55 and 65 per 
cent. cf Canadian securities ane held 
by Canadians themselves. There may 
also be some consolation in the reflec- 
tion that the figures quoted by the 
bureau’ répresent the situation at the 
beg:nning of 1928---a year and a half 
ago---cznd it can only be“hoped that a 
more t%-to-date survey would reveal 
a more satisfactory state of affairs. 
The reason for the British capital- 
ist’s hesitation to avail himself of 
the opportunities of Canadian invest- 
ment are a little difficult to find--- 
even harder to find than the unwill- 
ingness of the British worker to em- 
igrate. 

What can be the matter? It is not 
that Canada has spared any effort to 
draw Canadian investments to the at- 
tention of the British capitalist. It 
is not that British financial institu- 
tions and the press have lost any op- 
portunity of recommending him to 
take advantage of these opportunit- 
ies. Assuredly it is not because Brit-“ 
ish business, itself, is so attractive at! 
the present moment that the investor! 
does not need to seek new outlets for | 
his capital overseas. Even though 
we had to have a difference of opin- 
ion with the British invostor with re- 
gpect to the Canadian Northern and 
Grand Trunk stocks, on the whole he 
has had no unfortunate experiences 
in what few adventures he has had in 
the Canadian market. It is not that 
we do not want British capital, do not 
welcome it and have not invited it. 

With the British investor as with 
the the British settler Canade will not 
plead forever. In both departments 
‘¢foreigners” of one kind or another 
are availing themselves of the oppor- 
tunities which we have offered our 
own kin, which we would have pre- 
ferred them to benefit by and even, in 
some cases, which were designed for 
their advantage. If, a few years 
hence, opportunity which has been 
more than usually insistent ceases to 
knock, shall we be blamed.

Undoubtedly there are still many 
open spaces in Canada waiting to be 
filled and the problem ‘of over-popu- 
Intion is not yet even in sight. But 
there is suspicion in many quarters 
that: the problem of over production 
is somewhere around the corner and 
that anything like undue haste would 
be to court trouble from that source. 
Evidently it is considered sufficiently 
serious as to merit some consideration 
by the provincial Government, for 
Mr’. Brownlee has made it known that 
the Cabincit has once or twice discus- 
~-d advisable steps which might have 
to be taken should a large influx of 
settlers result in an increase in the 
gravity of the unemployment problem 
of Alberta. 

- The disclosure that the situation is 
not without serious possibilities---they 
have not yet, of course, reached the 
stage of being probabilities--+should 
win for tho Minister of Immigration 
a measure of confidence that his pol- 
icy of hestening slowly is the path of 
wisdow. Canada has reached a point 
now where she can afford carefully 
to select the would-be and should-be 
settlers before they leave their native 
soil. Not only is she under no oblig- 
ation to accept every man, woman and 
child whom countries beyond the seas, 
including the United Kingdom, believe 
‘are fit subjects for overseas settle- 

ment, but it would -be sheer folly for 
up to attempt to do so. A population 
of people producing more grain, rais- 
ing more cattle, manufacturing more 
' goods than the country is capable of 
either consuming or exporting is hard- 


|ly likely to be a prosperous popula- 


tion. New Zealand, a smaller Domin- 
ion than ours whose problem is only 
remotely similar, has gone to the 
length of saying ‘‘We cannot accept 
any more settlers of any kind; British 
or any other kind.’’

WHEAT PRODUCTION 


There is. now, and has been for a 
long time, a competitive struggle in 
world economics to determine which 
lands can be used to best advantage 
for production of the world’s wheat 
supplies. It is a struggle in which 
some lands, when wheat is below cer- 
tan price levels, are inevitably forced 
out of wheat production, but there is 
no reason to fear the ability of West- 
ern Canada to carry on that compet- 
ition. Soil and climatic conditions 
give the west an advantage which 
seems to assure that over a period of 
years it can produce wheat at as low 
a cost per bushel as any other part of 
world. ‘The cost of wheat produc- 
tion tends steadily to lower levels, 
with increasing technical knowledge 
and with increasing application of 
machinery and power. Less and less 
manpower, on the average, tends to 
be required for the production of a 
given quantity of wheat, as well as 
that of other agricultural products 
Observers in the United States, for 
example, where agricultural depopu- 
lation as been & matter of concern for
